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DRAWING AMENDMENTS 

In the Drawing; 

The drawings were objected to because some of the referenced characters were not 
mentioned in the description and Figures 7-10 were unreadable. The Applicants attach 
Replacement sheets 1-8 containing Figures 1-10 to replace all prior versions of drawings. 
Applicants provide formal replacement drawings to be entered if accepted by the Examiner. 
Applicants respectfully submit that no new matter has been added. 
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REMARKS 

Applicants have carefully reviewed this Application in light of the Office Action 
mailed November 3, 2005. Applicants have cancelled Claims 2 and 23 without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Claims 1, 3-22 and 24-33 are pending in this Application. Claims 1 and 3 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), Claims 1, 3, 4, 21, 22, 29 and 30 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(e), and Claims 15, 16 and 27 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). Claims 
2, 5-14, 17-20, 23-26, 28 and 31-33 were objected to as being dependant upon a rejected base 
claim. Claims 1 and 21 have been amended to further define various features of Applicants' 
invention. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and favorable action in this case. 

' Oath/Declaration Objection 

The Declaration was considered defective by the Examiner as failing to identify the 
citizenship of each inventor. Applicants submit and enclose an executed Supplemental 
Declaration in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.67 and respectfully request reconsideration by 
the Examiner. 

Specification Obiections 

The specification was objected to by the Examiner because of informalities. 
Applicants have amended the specification to overcome these objections and respectfully 
request reconsideration of the specification as amended. 

Obiections under 37 CFR S 1.83(a) 

The Examiner objected to the drawings as failing to comply with 37 CFR § 1.84(p)(5) 
because they included referenced characters not mentioned in the description and because 
Figures 7-10 were unreadable. Applicants have resubmitted Figures 7-10 and request 
reconsideration of the drawings. 

Applicants have added Paragraph [0032a] and amended paragraph [0037] of the 
specification to include discussion of referenced characters 430, 510, QDR SRAM 3, QDR 
SRAM 2, QDR SRAM 1, and QDR SRAM 0. Applicants submit that the numeral 19 
appearing in Figure 5 and the numerals 36 appearing in Figure 6 are not reference characters 
and are instead notations indicating the bit-widths of data busses, as such notation is known 
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in the art. Thus, Applicants respectfully request the Examiner withdraw the objections to the 
drawings. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants appreciate Examiner's consideration that Claims 2, 5-14, 17-20, 23-26, 28 
and 31-33 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicants have amended Claim 1 
to include the limitations of allowable Claim 2 and have amended Claim 21 to include the 
limitations of allowable Claim 23. Given that Claims 3-20 depend from Claim 1, and Claims 
22 and 24-33 depend from Claim 21, Applicants submit that Claims 3-20, 22 and 24-31 are 
allowable. As such. Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner allow Claims 1, 3-22 
and 24-33.
